HOTLY-CONTESTED 
MEDALS OF 
THE TOURNAMENT 

Of llii 1 32 spoils on the pro- 
gramme of the 8>h Tournament 
of Soviet Nations 27 will bo 
contested nn July 1 7- August 6: 
still the first finals began on 
May II. Such a lengthy dura* 
lion ol the ft ns I tournaments Is 
caused by the organizers' desi- 
re to make ti possible for both 
the Soviet and foreign partici- 
pants of the Tournament to at- 
tend the World Students' Ga- 
mes In Edmonton. Canada, and 
othei big international tourna- 
ments. Over 700 sportsmen 
from GO countries were invited 
to enter the finals. 

At present the medals are be- 
ing contested (n basketball, 
water polo, volleyball and fenc- 
ing. 

Hie list of fencing winners is 


headed by folllsl Alexander 
Runiankov, from Byelorussia, 
rnm-tlmc- world champion and 
Olympic prlzo winner. This was 
his fourth such Tournament and 
the first Tournament gold me- 
dal yet — so keen Is tho com- 
petition. 

Four-time Olympic winner 
Viktor Krovopuskov, from Mos- 
cow, also won his first yet 
Tournament gold in the sabre 
contest. His teammates Moscow 
fencers won the foil team event, 
heating Uzbekistan 9 — 3 In the 
finals. Last year's winners 
Byelorussia came only fourth, 
going down to Armenia In the 
contest for third place. For Uz- 
bekistan and Armenia these are 
tho first such high Tournament 
awards yet. 

The acute competition Is pro- 
ducing sensations. One ol them 
happened already on the first 
day of the men's volleyball fi- 
nals, as thrice Tournament win- 
ners Moscow, which fielded se- 
veral Olympic, world and Eu- 
ropean champions, lost to Lal- 
vla 3—0. 

There were no surprises, how- 
ever. in the basketball elimina- 
tion games. Hot favourites Mos- 
cow confidently won their ftrst 
two games. After the let-down 
for the USSR at the European 
championship the national side 


coaches are keeping a close 
watch on the budding players 
who could soon mako the na- 
tional line-up. 

The Tournament Is not lust a 
show of Soviet sport. After 
over 2.000 foreign athletes 
from B0 nations entered the 
1979 Tournament In the run-up 
to the 19B0 Olympics, many na- 
tional sports federallons again 
decided to send Ihelr top athle- 
tes to check their shape with 
fust one year left before the 
Olympics, all the more so that 
contrary to tradition the 19B4 
Los Angeles GameB organizers 
decided against holding tradi- 
tional pre-Olympic competi- 
tions. 

Viltorlano Romanacd, Italy's 
free and Grecu- Roman wrest- 
ling team head coach, said his 
charges wore very pleased with 
the invitation to attend the 
1983 Tournament. Our team 
will feature many experienced 
wrestlers, he noted, led by 
Olympic champion Claudio Pol- 
Uo, who are our chief hopes 
this and next year. He further 
stressed that for all Soviet and 
foreign sportsmen, coaches and 
sports specialists the Tourna- 
ment is a fine opportunity to 
share experience In various 
arcaB of the International sportB 
movement. 


Taking part In tho annual 
international Gamburg Dorby 
dressage contest In West Ger- 
many were Moscow Olympic 
winner Yuri Kovshov, national 
cup holder Tatyana Nonakhova, 
and fairly seasoned Pavel Vol- 
kov and budding Olga Klimko. 
The latter in fact produced one 
of the chlel sensaliona of the 
tournament. Though competing 
abroad only for a second lime 
she was the best Soviet entrant 
to place fourth overall and just 
outside the Anal group of top 
three elimination stage con- 
testants.

European championships, cur- 
rent European title holder U*e 
Schullen-Ba inner and hli name, 
sake Sauer — dominated the 
event and wlU obviously be hot 
favourites for the Europeso 
championships due on June 
21-26 in Aachen.

-ECTIONS HELD - 
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Coup attempt foiled in Ghana 


Lome. In a brief statement on 
Radio Accra, Chairman o( lha 
Provisional National Defence 
Council J. Rawlings said that 
government troops have sup- 
pressed an attempted coup 
d'etat. It was staged by a group 
of factlonelist army elements 
who Intended to capture the 
headquarters of the armed 
forces, the airport, and tiio ra- 
dio station in the capital. During 
the battles which took place, 
some of tlio rebels were killed, 
and others arrested. All the 
military units, as well as the 
strategic points, are under com- 
plete control of Ilia Provisional 
Council, stressed Rawlings. A 
curfew has been imposed, and 
the airport In Accra has been 
closed to International flights. 

Shortly beforo the coup, one 


of the advisers to the Provision- 
al Council exposed largo-scale 
subversive operations by the 
American Cent i si Intelligence 
Agency aimed at overthrowing 
the present government which 
does not suit the Wail. 
Operating hand In hand 
with the CIA Is the Israeli 
tntaIHgencc. The American Am- 
bassador in Ghana, T. Smith, 
drew a representative of a trade* 
union centre and members of 
the Pence Corps into the anil- 
Glianlan actions. After he was 
exposed ns being engaged In 
activities Incompatible with hla 
diplomatic stalus, (lie Reagan 
administration was forced to re- 
call him urgently end appoint 
another diplomatic representa- 
tive in Ms place. 



USA expands military space programmes 


Now York. Tlio IVnlngon has 
Hla i ted devising plans for tho 
transformation of lira Space 
Command of tho US Air Forces 
Into a unified 8 |mco command 
to cover tho four branches of 
tho armed forces— tho Air 
Force, Navy, Army and Marine 
Corps. A correspondent of “Tho 
New York Times" was told by 
top-ranking Air Fotco officers 
that this step was necessitated 
by a steep expansion in (ho 
United Slates' military spaca 
programmes. 

According to tho Pentagon 
strategists, this unified command 
should coordinate the Implemen- 
tation of the Reagan administra- 
tion's large-scale programme 
for the deployment of laser and 
other types of new weapons In 
space. This command svill also 
bo in charge of the ramified 
system of American military 
satellites. 

In addition, the now command 
will have to be responsible for 
the military part of the Shuttle 
programme reusable spaceships.

The plans for the establish- 
ment of a now space command. 
"The Now York Tlmos" points 
out, is completely in keeping 
with the overall dlreclloa of the 
Reagan administration's military 
policies whose lone was set by 
tho president himself in bis 
programme for the militariza- 
tion oi spaco announced last 
March.

Nguyen Co Thnch's visit was 
e follow-up fo hla last year's 
meetings with lha foreign min- 
isters el the ASEAN countries— 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Ihe Philip- 
pines, Thailand and Singapore. 
The talks, authorized by a meet- 
ing o! foreign ministers of the 
thfae Indochinese nations — 
Vietnam, Laos end Kampuchea— 
aimed at breaking Hie Ice of 
distrust and suspicion shown- by 
Ih#' jAGBAN “Five" towards the 
Indochina so countries, and 
(oat anted by their .“Mends" tn 


the West. Western propaganda 
Is especially vitriolic t owe ids 
Ihe policy of socialist Vietnam, 
making out that it nurtures ag- 
gressive designs against the 
neighbouring states.

TURBINE FOR 
A POWER 
STATION 

A unique power block rated 
at 1.200.000 kW, has gone Into 
operation at the Kostroma ther- 
mal power station in the centre 
of the European part of the So- 
viet Union. One such turbine 
Is equal to an entire power sta- 
tion. 

Tha Soviet engineers, who 
designed this mighty power- 
generating machine, however, 
were not aiming at record 
breaking. Increasing the unit 
power rating Is one ol the ba- 
sic directions In which our en- 
gineers are working. Big power 
aggregates are more econom- 
ical: It Is easier to build and 
maintain stations with such 
blocks and they use less fuel 
for every kllowatl produced, a 
fact which, today. Is of raa|or 
Importance. Given the scale of 
the Soviet rate ol powei pro- 
duction, savings ol this dimen- 
sion arc oi tremendous overall 
significance for Ihe Industry. 
Over ihe past few years, the 
Kostroma station has managed 
to cut the consumption ol equi- 
valent fuel per kilowatt ol elec- 
tricity by 10 grammes. A1 pre- 
sent, the station's tucl con- 
sumption rate Is 317 grammes, 
which is one of ihe lowest in 
ihe world. Tills has resulted in 
savings of nearly 200 thousand 
tonnes of fuel oil, and has 
frond four lliousond railway 
tank cars for olhei uses. Taken 
on a coiiniry-wlde scale this 
a mounts to 10 million tonnes of 
equivalent fuel, or coal. 

A one million two hundred 
thousand kW power block is 
by no means a limit. A turbine 
of 1.600.000 kW ts now under 

construction at Ihe famous Arm 
of Elektroslla In Leningrad. 


NEW FISH IN THE OREL RIVERS FORESTS AGAINST THE SANDS 


Fish, such as white-fish and 
the Baltic pike-perch previous- 
ly unknown In the Oka basin, 
aie now adapting themselves to 
tha Oka . River near Moscow. 
Their appearance In these rivers 
ii Ihe result ol painstaking 
work by Ichthyologists and 
water protection workers. 

Several million baby flsb of 
pike-perch, sturgeon, sterlet, and 
while-fish have been released 
into thB Oka, the Zusha and 


the other riven in Ihe area 
from the Incubation centres and 
nurseries of the Orel fish-breed- 
ing factory. The next In line Is 
glass eel. The small fry of this 
valuable fish have been brought 
to Ore! from France. At pre- 
sent they are going through a 
period of acclimatization. 

Constant observation and ex- 
ploration of the uppei reaches 
of the Oka River confirm the 


need for artificial breeding of 
valuable types ot fish. Many ere 
finding tt congenial In their new 
Oka habitats. At present, the 
construction of lour nursery 
ponds with an area of five hec- 
tares has been completed. All 
this will allow the considerable 
Increase In the production of 
small and one-year-old fiah, in- 
cluding those native to (he Oka 
River— pikes, carps and golden 
shiner. 


The sands have been stopped 
In the south ol the desert oi 
Kurdzhdlalkum in the Central 
Asian republic of Tajikistan, es 
new forests have been planted 
over an area of fifteen thou- 
sand hectares. 

These transformations are ol 
decisive Importance for the 
southern parts of the republic. 
Previously, gale force winds

It was performed by the Lenin- 
grad Orchestra of Ancient and 
Modem Music, which played 
Shostakovich's early pieces 
which the gieat composer wrote 
for the theatre.
